The Ministry of Transportation 
released a Request for Proposals 
to design, build, finance, operate 
and maintain the new LRT line. 


The Hurontario LRT project in- 
cludes about 20 kilometres of new 
dedicated rapid transit between 
the Port Credit GO Station in Mis- 
sissauga and Gateway Terminal in 


southern Brampton, with 22 stops 
and connections to GO Transit’s 
Milton and Lakeshore West lines. 
The LRT line is one of the biggest 
infrastructure projects in Peel’s 
history and is expected to spur of- 
fice, condo and retail development 
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Police car rollover 


A Peel Police car rolled 
over Wednesday evening 
after it collided with an- 
other vehicle in Bramp- 
ton.

A late-night shooting 
rocked the Sherway area 
as one person was rushed 
to hospital in critical con- 
dition Wednesday eve- 
ning. 

Toronto Police  re- 
sponded to a call about 
a shooting in the parking 
lot of Sherway Gardens, 
located on the Missis- 
sauga-Toronto _ border, 
around 7:30 p.m. 


Paramedics rushed a 
man in his 50s to a near- 
by trauma centre, while 
another individual, also 
in their 50s, was treated 
for non-life-threatening 
injuries caused by glass. 

Two male — suspects 
dressed in black and 
wearing hoods were spot- 
ted at the scene of the 
crime driving a stolen 
black SUV. 


Investigators later 
found the vehicle, which 
they say was burned by 
the suspects in Missis- 
sauga. 

The man who was 
rushed to the trauma 
centre is expected to sur- 
vive, Toronto police say. 

Investigators say that 
the investigation is still 
ongoing.

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LRT gets billion-dollar boost from provincial government

along the route. 


Though the province 
will kick in $1.4 billion to 
build the LRT, it will also 
boost costs for the city, 
depending on who runs 
the system and how it is 
built. 


Under the RFP, three 
private sector teams - 
made up of bankers, 
designers and_ builders 
-- shortlisted for the Hu- 
rontario LRT project will 
submit their proposals to 
Infrastructure Ontario 
and Metrolinx, the pro- 
vincial transit agency, 
later this year. 


The contract is slated 
to be awarded in 2018 
and construction should 
begin later in the year, 
with servic beginning in 
2022. 

“Today is a major step 
forward for the Hu- 
rontario LRT project,” 


Transportation Min- 
ister Steven Del Duca 
announced at Queen’s 
Park. 


“The new LRT will make 

life easier for families 
and commuters in Mis- 
sissauga and Brampton 
by providing a faster, 
more reliable transit op- 
tion, with improved con- 
nections to local transit 
and GO rail services.” 


In a statement, Mis- 
sissauga Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie said the LRT 
project “is a key part 
of our city’s future and 
building the complete 
city where people want 
to live, invest and open 
up a business.” 


“City staff has worked 
closely with Metrolinx 
to prepare this project 
for procurement. We are 
continuing to work with 
our partners to bring 
much needed rapid tran- 
sit to Hurontario. The 


LRT is a game changer 
for Mississauga and will 
ensure the Hurontario 
corridor grows in a sus- 
tainable way,” she said. 


Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey noted Thursday’s 
“long awaited milestone” 
for the huge transit proj- 
ect. 


“The Hurontario-Main 
Light Rail Transit proj- 


ect is one of many signif- 
icant catalysts that are 
sparking urban renewal 
and development in the 
City of Brampton,” she 
said. 


“Our city continues to 
experience tremendous 
growth, and both the 
public and private sector 
will be the beneficiaries 
of this LRT investment.” 


Besides its GO connec- 
tions, the LRT includes 
three stops in downtown 
Mississauga as well as 
links to Mississauga Mi- 
Way, Brampton Transit, 
Brampton Ziim, and the 
Mississauga Transitway; 
and a maintenance and 
storage yard for the light 
rail vehicles at Highway 
407.

‘Unreal’ Fairy House Tree-carving Dazzles in Brampton

A Brampton woodcarver 
has turned the sad remnant 
of a once mighty maple into 
a magical tree carving of 
a fairytale cottage that is 
dazzling passers by from 
as far away as Vancouver. 
“It’s unbelievable the way 
it’s gone,” said Billy Watter- 
son. 


For Watterson, the carving 
known as Haywoods Hollow 
is a tribute of sorts to the 
65 ft. silver maple that once 
stood there. 


A dozen years ago when the 
tree still stood, he carved a 
face in a knobby part of it 
and called it “Mr. Dale,” in 
honour of the original own- 
er of the house who built it 
in the 1940s. 


When the tree died and be- 
came a hollowed out shell, it 
had to be pulled down last 
January for fear it would 
collapse onto his house or 


onto the street. 


“It had to come down 
which was a shame. This is a 
reminder of what was here. 
It was here longer than I 
was. It’s nice to have part of 
it still alive.” 


With just a hollowed out 
stump remaining, Watter- 
son decided to put his love 
of woodworking and a cre- 
ative streak to good use. 


“When the tree rotted out, 
it was completely hollow, 
branches and all. I had it 
taken down. I started to 
make this tree into a hob- 
bit house, goblin house type 
thing and it took a life of its 
own,” he said. 


The fairy house is a big 
hit with local children who 
bring rocks, mushrooms 
and toadstools to the fairy 
house and drop them by the 
door. 


“People are even talking 
about having letters sent to 
17 1/2 Fredericks St. because 


it’s got 17 2 on the mailbox. 
It’s quite taken over you 
know.” 


Sheila Hamade and her 
husband Spencer visited 
the Brampton area from 
Vancouver, heard media re- 
ports of the carving and just 
had to see it for themselves. 


“T think it’s unreal,” she 
said. “Every single little de- 
tail, how he used the dead 
tree to make it come to life.” 


Billy Watterson’s love of 
woodworking dates back 
over 50-years to his boy- 


hood days in Ireland where 
he would use a knife to whit- 
tle pieces of raw wood into 
figurines and other interest- 
ing shapes. 


“It’s something I enjoy so, 
it passes the time. When 
youre carving you get 
caught up in it and just sort 
of keep going. You can work 
on it for hours. It’s not la- 
bour, it’s more a labour of 
love. 


It took more than two 
months to finish the carving. 


Watterson just celebrated 


his thirtieth year in Canada 
last week and still speaks a 
thick Irish accent. He is a 
foreman at Alectrain Bramp- 
ton where he’s been em- 
ployed for almost 30 years. 
As for what Watterson plans 
to carve next, that remains 
to be seen. 


“T don’t know how I’m go- 
ing to top this one,” he said. 


“You never know. Keep an 
eye on Frederick’s street. 
You never know what'll pop 
up,” he said.

Bonnie Crombie and 
other local mayors got the 
door slammed on them this 
week when the premier and 
leaders of the opposition 
soundly rejected calls by lo- 
cal governments for a sales 
tax hike to pay for roads, 
bridges and transit. 

But instead of moaning 
about their financial prob- 
lems in a populist anti-tax 
political environment, local 
mayors and councils should 
just get down to work and 
look at the many other 
options they have to raise 
money for local building 
projects. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne, 
PC Leader Patrick Brown 
and NDP chief Andrea Hor- 
wath all said they have no 
intention of hiking the HST 


by one percentage point to 
pay for local infrastructure. 

At the annual confer- 
ence of the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario 
in Ottawa, they came under 
intense lobbying by local 
politicians who know that 
one of them will hold the 
pursestrings after next 
June’s election. 

The association rep- 
resents Ontario’s 444 local 
governments and has been 
pressing for months for a 
share of the HST to pay for 
what the group says is a 
$4.9 billion annual shortfall 
in funding local infrastruc- 
ture. 

A hike in the HST to 14 
per cent from 13 could raise 
more than $2.5 billion. But 
Wynne told the 1,900 dele- 
gates such a hike would “fly 
in the face” of the Liberals 
attempts to help Ontarians 
deal with cost of living pres- 


sures, including lowering 
hydro bills this summer. 

Brown and Horwath, also 
rejected the association’s 
HST request, saying there 
are other ways to help cities 
cope with infrastructure 
spending pressures. 

Brown noted that infra- 
structure projects usually 
run 25 per cent over budget 
so better financial manage- 
ment can save cities billions 
of dollars. 

Crombie told PDN she’s 
disappointed and “disheart- 
ened” by Wynne’s HST 
rejection, which as a fellow 
Liberal she understands 
would be a tough sell in 
an election year for both 
provincial and municipal 
leaders. 

“We're looking at the long 
term. We’re looking for an 
understanding and appre- 
ciation that cities need rev- 
enue tools. We can’t build 


world class cities without 
additional funding.” 

Well, Mississauga has 
some new revenue tools, 
including a potential new 
hotel tax the province 
OKed in its recent budget 
that could raise up to $20 
million a year for the city 
but also hike the cost of 
travelling here. 

The city could also 
borrow money by issuing 
bonds, or sell assets like its 
stake in the local hydro util- 
ity now known as Alectra. 
That could be worth hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

Council could also hike 
development charges build- 
ers pay when they erect 
homes and buildings or 
raise property taxes or the 
infrastructure levy home- 
owners pay on their annual 
home tax bills. 

That might not go down 
so well since the average 


property tax bill in the 

city is nearly $4,500 on 

an average house, $1,000 
more than a similar valued 
property in Toronto. 

In Brampton, the tax bill 
is nearly $5,300, so you 
can understand why local 
politicians fear angry local 
taxpayers protesting rising 
levies. 

Other options include 
funding local infrastructure 
through public-private 
partnerships that would 
spread the risk of paying for 
transit and other projects 
to investors and cut the up- 
front financing costs. 

Finally, local govern- 
ments can do a much better 
job holding the line on their 
own costs - for everything 
from labour and pensions 
to supplies and the cost of 
equipment and vehicles. 

Brampton and Mississau- 
ga will face unionized cost 
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Enough whining about HST hike - deal with it! 


pressures in future when 
new contracts are negotiat- 
ed with their workers since 
municipal unions are look- 
ing to match recent four- 
year deals with OPSEU that 
hiked wages for provincial 
workers by 7.5 per cent. 
Peel communities should 
resist such pressure and 
be stingy with any raises 
unless they can find the 
savings elsewhere in their 
budget. 

Crombie told PDN cities 
want to look at the long 
term. Well, here’s her 
chance to come up with a 
plan that will help the city 
deal with its financial pres- 
sures over the next several 
years.

Peel employees’ union reaches impasse in contract talks; strike possible 


The government agency 
that runs group homes and 
other services for the de- 
velopmentally challenged 
in Peel Region and other 
parts of the western GTA 
could be on strike early 
next month. 

The Ontario Public Ser- 
vice Employees Union has 
asked the provincial Min- 
istry of Labour for a “no 


board” report signalling 
an impasse in contract 
talks. 


Once the ministry issues 


the report, a legal strike or 
lockout can take place on 
the 17th calendar day after 
that. 

The union represents 
340 workers at the Central 
West Specialized Develop- 
ment Services agency at 
group homes in Mississau- 
ga, Oakville, Burlington, 
Halton Hills and George- 
town. 

The two sides have been 
negotiating since the pre- 
vious contract expired 
March 31. An initial offer 


of 10 cents an hour in each 
of two years was rejected 
by 91 per cent of union 
members. 

The two sides met with 
a government-appointed 
conciliator on August 8, 
but no progress was made. 
However, both sides have 
agreed to mediation before 
the possible strike or lock- 
out date. Wages are the 
key issue in the dispute. 

“One of our top prior- 
ities is ensuring our ser- 
vices foster the inclusion 


and dignity that adults 
with developmental dis- 
abilities have a right to,” 
said Sue Walker, president 
of OPSEU Local 249. 

“However, the employer 
doesn’t think we deserve 
the same kind of dignity — 
not when they’re offering 
us dimes.” 

The 340 workers pro- 
vide residential services 
in group homes across and 
treatment services, includ- 
ing counselling, nursing, 
speech-language patholo- 


gy, behaviour therapy, and 
psychology services. 

Warren (Smokey) Thom- 
as, president of OPSEU, 
noted that the provincial 
government has recently 
agreed to contracts with 
a number of large public 
sector bargaining units 
- 7.5 per cent wage hikes 
over four years - and the 
development workers ex- 
pect the same kind of fair- 
ness. 

“T clearly recall the dis- 
ruptions of 2007 caused 


by a series of strikes in de- 
velopmental services,” he 
said. 

“At the time, this same 
Liberal government prom- 
ised to stabilize the sector. 
OPSEU firmly _ believes 
that a fair deal, compara- 
ble to the deals offered to 
the bigger players, is the 
only way to bring the sta- 
bility that developmental 
services workers deserve 
— and that their clients 
need.” 
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Local drug developer wins fed- 
eral approval for MS treatment 


One of Mississauga’s key 
drug developers has won 
federal approval for sale of 
its drug to treat multiple 
sclerosis in adults. 

Hoffmann-La Roche Ltd. 
says Health Canada has 
approved its Ocrevus treat- 
ment after Phase Three tri- 
als showed the medication 
cut relapses of the chronic 
nerve damage disease per 
year by nearly half, while 
slowing the disease’s wors- 
ening effects. Adverse reac- 
tions in trial patients includ- 
ed rashes, nausea, fatigue, 
headaches and respiratory 
tract infections. 

The drugmaker, known as 
Roche Canada, is headquar- 
tered on Mississauga Rd. 
in the northern part of the 
city and is part of the clus- 
ter of multinational-based 
pharma companies _ that 


call Peel Region their Ca- 
nadian home. The company 
employs more than 1,000 
people, with its pharma- 
ceuticals head office locally 
and medical test division in 
Laval, Que. It is owned by 
Swiss drug giant Roche, the 
world’s biggest biotech com- 
pany. 

Ocrevus_ is designed to 
selectively target B-cells, a 
specific type of immune cell 
thought to be a key contrib- 
utor to nerve cell damage, 
which leads to disability in 
people with MS. 

According to a_ recent 
survey, 80 per cent of Ca- 
nadian Neurologists hope 
to improve the frequency 
of relapses as their primary 
clinical goal and 78 per cent 
strive to improve the pa- 
tient’s overall quality of life. 

Today, there are approx- 


imately 100,000 Canadians 
living with MS and Relaps- 
ing. 

Dr. Karen Lee, vice-presi- 
dent of research at the Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis Society of 
Canada, says the approval of 
Ocrevus gives MS patients 
one more treatment option 
to manage the unpredict- 
able disease. 

“This approval reinforc- 
es the need for ongoing re- 
search into viable MS treat- 
ments,” she says. “Through 
continued investment in 
research, we can accelerate 
the development of inno- 
vative treatments that go 
through rigorous testing 
and can help change the 
prognosis for many people 
living with MS.” 
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Crombie ‘Disheartened’ as Province 
Rejects HST Hike

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
says she’s ‘disheartened’ by 
the Wynne government’s 
“outright” rejection of calls 
for an increase in the sales 
tax to cover the cost of city 
infrastructure. 


“That’s unfortunate, but 
perhaps she’s thinking of 
it as a new tax going into 
an election year,” Crombie 
said. 


“We're looking at the long 
term. We're looking for an 
understanding and appre- 
ciation that cities need rev- 
enue tools. We can’t build 
world class cities, building 
complete cities without ad- 
ditional funding.” 


Crombie was in Ottawa 
Tuesday for a meeting of the 
Association of Municipali- 
ties of Ontario. 


The AMO called on the 
province to increase the 
HST to 14 per cent from 13 
per cent, a move that would 
raise $2.5 billion a year for 
municipalities. 


Recent polling suggests 
Canadians would be more 
agreeable to an HST in- 
crease than they would pay 
a new tax. 


Of all the taxes that could 
be increased, Crombie says 
a one per cent HST increase 
would be the “fairest” and 
the one least likely to cause 
‘resentment’. 


“If you had to pick one,” 
she said, “if you needed ad- 
ditional revenue and you 
were presented with a suite 
of tools, this one would be 
the simplest to implement.” 


AMO, which represents 
local governments in Ontar- 
io, wants an increase in the 
sales tax to pay for the up- 
keep of local roads, bridges, 
arenas and other infrastruc- 
ture. 


The idea received a swift 
and frosty reception from 
the provincial finance min- 
ister who released a state- 
ment. 


“We will not be increas- 
ing the HST,” said Jessica 


Martin, a spokesperson for 
finance minister Charles 
Sousa. 


She added that the prov- 
ince has a “strong track re- 
cord” of funding municipal- 
ities with $4 billion a year 
going into municipal coffers. 


In 2019, the province is 
planning to double gas tax 
revenues to municipalities. 


It’s also launching a 13- 
year infrastructure program 
worth $190-billion to pay 
for new public transit, hos- 
pitals, schools and other 
projects. 


With an election coming 
up in June of next year, an 
already unpopular Wynne 
government appears reluc- 
tant to risk angering Ontar- 
io voters further with a tax 
increase. 


Assuming the province 
sticks to its no HST increase 
pledge, Crombie rejects the 
idea of hiking property taxes 
beyond the rate of inflation 
in order to raise more infra- 
structure funding. 
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Health Warning issued after 
Infected Bird puts Humans at Risk

Peel Region has issued a 
public health warning after 
a pet cockatiel was found 
infected with a bacteria po- 
tentially harmful to people. 


The infected bird tested 
positive for avian  chla- 
mydiosis, which can cause 
psittacosis in humans. 


“It’s basically a respirato- 
ry disease like pneumonia,” 
said said Dr. Lawrence Loh, 
acting medical officer for 
Peel Public Health. 


“So you basically end up 
with headaches, coughing, 
fatigue, difficulty breathing. 
It’s a fairly rare disease, but 
it’s passed from birds to hu- 
mans,” he said. 


There are no reports of 
people getting sick as a re- 
sult of this bird’s infection 
and risk is low to members 
of the public. 


Health officials are advis- 


ing those who bought a bird 
from a home-based aviary, 


bird, and any other pet birds 


that have been in contact 
with it, to a vet for testing. 


“So I would say the average 
person who owns a cocka- 
tiel, only if they purchased it 
from a home-based aviary in 
the last three to six months,” 
said Dr. Loh. 


The Ontario Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals inspected the 
Brampton residence from 
which the infected bird was 
purchased and found about 
100 birds. 


If those pet owners are ex- 
periencing fever, muscle 
aches and a dry cough, they 


are advised to see their fam- 
ily doctor. 


Psittacosis is treatable 
with antibiotics but can be 
misdiagnosed as bronchitis 
or pneumonia if the doc- 
tor doesn’t ask the patient 
about exposure to birds. 


“Because it’s a rare dis- 
ease,” said Dr. Loh, “it may 
get missed and people may 
end up becoming sicker if 
they’re not treated properly 
for the appropriate disease.” 


If left untreated, severe 
cases can lead to heart, liver 
and neurological problems 
and even death.

Gilead Science Canada 
Inc. says the federal govern- 
ment has approved the sale 
of its drug to treat Hepatitis 
C in some hard-to-cure pa- 
tients. 

Gilead Canada _ says 
Health Canada has ap- 
proved use of Vosevi tablets 
for the treatment of chronic 
hepatitis C virus infection 
in some adults currently 
treated with other methods. 

“HCV treatment has been 
transformed by effective 
direct-acting antiviral regi- 
mens, allowing health care 
providers the opportuni- 
ty to cure many patients,” 
says Dr. Stephen Shafran, 
professor of medicine at the 
University of Alberta.

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Study warns minimum wage hike 
bill could threaten 185,000 jobs 


Ontario’s proposed 
minimum wage hike and 
other pro-labour chang- 
es planned by the Liber- 
al government could put 
185,000 jobs at risk and 
cost consumers $1,300 a 
year in higher prices, says 
a study commissioned by 
the business community. 

The study by the Cana- 
dian Centre for Economic 
Analysis concludes that 
the reforms to Bill 148, 
the Fair Workplaces Bet- 
ter Jobs Act, will put about 
185,000 jobs at risk in the 
first two years, greatly 
impacting Ontario’s most 
vulnerable. 

Moreover, it will add 
$1,300 to the annual costs 
of each household in Peel 
Region and across Ontario 
and boost the rate of infla- 
tion each year. 

“The changes presented 
in Bill 148 will have dra- 
matic unintended conse- 
quences that include put- 
ting close to two hundred 
thousand jobs at risk and 
seeing everyday consum- 
er goods and services in- 
crease by thousands of 
dollars for each and every 
family in Ontario,” said 
Karl Baldauf, vice-pres- 
ident of policy and gov- 
ernment relations at the 


Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce and_ spokesper- 
son for the Keep Ontario 
Working Coalition. 

The Wynne govern- 
ment tabled sweeping la- 
bour reforms in June that 
would hike the minimum 
wage by nearly a third 
to $15 an hour by 2019 
and introduce several la- 
bour-friendly | measures 
opposed by business. 

Boards of Trade in Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
Caledon reject the mini- 
mum wage hike because 
they say it would cost jobs 
and hurt small businesses 
and hike prices on goods 
and services for consum- 
ers. 

For example, a small 
auto parts supplier in 
Brampton would _like- 
ly have to hike its selling 
prices to its customers to 
deal with the hit to its bot- 
tom line. 

The study also pre- 
dicts the sweeping labour 
changes would: 

e Cause a $23 billion hit 
to business over the next 
two years alone 

e Hit young people and 
women particularly hard. 
Of the 185,000 Ontar- 
io jobs threatened, about 
30,000 of the jobs at risk 


are youth under 25 and 
96,000 would be women. 

e Force the Ontario gov- 
ernment to borrow $440 
million more to cover the 
increases in new costs 
from this legislation. If the 
government were to pro- 
vide offsets to businesses, 
as they have indicated, the 
province’s treasury will 
take a bigger hit. 

e Municipalities will be 
forced to increase employ- 
ee wages by $500 million 
without additional offset- 
ting revenues. 

The City of Mississauga, 
for example, would face a 
$2 million hike in payroll 
costs over two years from 
the minimum wage raise. 

“Simple accounting re- 
veals that the Act creates 
a $23 billion challenge for 
Ontario businesses over 
two years. Annualized, 
this is 21 per cent of what 
Ontario businesses in- 
vest in capital,” says Paul 
Smetanin, president of the 
centre for economic anal- 
ysis. 

In the coming weeks and 
months, the KOW coali- 
tion will release additional 
components to the eco- 
nomic impact analysis.

Cyclone, which counts 
Bombardier, Lockheed 
Martin, Boeing and Airbus 
among its clients, manufa- 
tures precision components 
for the aerospace industry, 
with services including ma- 
chining, sheet metal fabrica- 
tion, tube bending/welding, 
assembly and final process- 
ing and finishing. 


With support from the 
Jobs and Prosperity Fund, 
the company is enhancing 
its Computer Numerical 
Control (CNC) production 
capabilities, investing in new 
equipment and setting up 
new process lines to bring 
work in-house that is cur- 
rently outsourced. It is add- 
ing 80,000 square feet in 
new production space, plus 
the longer-term addition of a 
new facility. The investments 
are intended to boost the 
company’s competitiveness

He 
has a two-way $720,000 
cap hit deal with the club. 

He recently finished up 
his amateur career with the 
Windsor Spitfires of the 
OHL, where he was part of 
their Memorial Cup Cham- 
pionship run back in May. 

As a young boy, Jeremi- 
ah got into hockey at age 
5 in the Brampton Minor 
Hockey League. 

He proved himself to be 
a top prospect right away 
and moved up to AA and 
then AAA first with stops 
in Brampton, Weston, Hal- 
ton and finally with the 
Toronto Jr. Canadiens and 
the Mississauga Senators 
of the GTHL. 

With the support of his 
parents Blair and Dawn, 
Jeremiah moved away 
from home at the tender 
age of 14 to attend the 
famed Athol Murray Col- 
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lege of Notre Dame in Wil- 
cox Saskatchewan. 

This school is noted for 
being a hockey star facto- 
ry and has seen the likes of 
Wendel Clark, Vincent La- 
cavalier, and most recently 
Morgan Rielly go on to il- 
lustrious NHL careers. 

The school not only em- 
phasized sports but was 
strict on the academics as 
well, which pleased Jere- 
miah’s parents who wanted 
to see him get an education 
as well. 

“Being in a small town of 
only 600 people there was 
not much to do so we really 
focused on our hockey and 
the books, adds Addison. 

“We had a strict regime 
and were well supervised 
by coaches and _ teachers 
who knew how to get the 
best out of us.” 

Returning home in 2012 
Jeremiah tried out and 
made the Toronto Marl- 
boroughs Major Midget 
team and attended Everest 
Academy private school in 
Thornhill, a highly repu- 
table sports and academic 
school. 

In his OHL draft eligible 
year Jeremiah was taken by 
the Saginaw Spirit where 
he played for two seasons 
before being traded to the 
Ottawa 67s. 

He played 2 full seasons 
with Ottawa and was into 
his third and final sea- 
son of eligibility before 
once again being traded to 
Windsor part way through 


the 2016-2017 season. 

Jeremiah’s draft day was 
a real highlight for him and 
his family. “I will always 
remember the Canadiens 
calling my name and the 
feeling I had at that mo- 
ment,” adds Addison. “It 
was a highlight of my a ca- 
reer and proof positive that 
all the hard work was pay- 
ing off.” 

Attending the Canadiens 
rookie camp at the start the 
2015 season was also mem- 
orable and gave him a new 
opportunity to up his game 
and rub elbows with the 
some elite NHL players. 

“T will never forget the 
first morning of camp com- 
ing down to breakfast and 
meeting Cary Price. It made 
me feel great and inspired 
me to keep working”, adds 
Addison. 

During the off season 
Addison works out 5 days 
a week, travelling from his 
parent's home in Oran- 
geville to a gym in Pickering 
where he works out with a 
hockey specific trainer in 
order to prepare himself for 
camp in September. 

Jeremiah expects to 
skate with the Canadiens 
new AHL affiliate the La- 
val Rocket this season but 
hopes he will get called up 
to realize that dream that 
never dies. 

Jeremiah has agreed to 
stay in touch during train- 
ing camp and into the sea- 
son. We can look forward to 
hearing what life is like as an 
NHL hopeful.

Tennis has had a long 
and interesting history in 
Brampton.

The Brampton Tennis 
Club originated in 1885 as 
part of the Brampton Am- 
ateur Athletic Association. 
This association, among 
other activities, created the 
first organized tennis courts 
for the public on the Rosalea 
Park grounds. 

The location of the Club 
in Brampton changed from 
time to time during its first 
half-century or so of exis- 
tence. However, in 1954, the 
Club sought assistance from 
the then Town of Brampton 
and was granted the use of 
part of Rosalea Park. That 
year, with the creation of 
four clay courts on land that 
had been used as a lacrosse 
pitch, the current location 
took root. Over the years,

Adaptation is vital for 
survival. Both consumers 
and marketers need to ac- 
climate to the ever changing 
market scenario.
